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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments to claims 1 and 28 raise new issues with respect to limiting the metal oxides to 
lithium oxide, potassium oxide, sodium oxide and vanadium oxide. Even though previously presented dependent claims 1 1 and 38 
contain these oxides, the addition of these components to claims 1 and 28 does not constitute a mere rewriting of a dependent claim. 
Also, proposed claims 1 1 , 49 and 50 do not appear to be further limiting and appear to be redundant to proposed claims 1 and 28 . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments have been considered but 
are not found to be persuasive. In particular, it is noted that Dickinson teaches a inorganic oxide constituent that melts at temperatures of 
less than 1000oC that can be selected from phosphorus oxide and boron oixde and metal oxides. Applicants' proposed claims 1 and 28 
indicate that the fluxing oxide can be chosen from the specified metal oxides, phosphorus oxide and boron oxide. Hence the proposed 
claims do not distinguish over the prior art teaching. As to the silicate mineral filler being in particulate form versus Dickinson's disclosure 
of "fibers", this argument is not convincing because the language of "particulate form" does not distinguish the shape of the particles, e.g. 
spherical or fibrous, irregular. 
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
